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The System Office has been advised that the integrity of the examination for the Water Station Operator may have been
compromised. To ensure the integrity of the examination process, the compromised Water Station Operator
examination has been invalidated and current registers for this classification must be voided immediately. A revised
examination for the Water Station Operator has been developed and will be effective November 26, 2007. The 45-day
notice and waiting period set forth in section 250.50(d)(5) of the Illinois Administrative Code (80 IlIl. Adm. Code
8250.50(d)(5)) is not necessary to void the current registers for the Water Station Operator classification since those
scores are deemed to be compromised based on the circumstance. New registers must be developed based on the
revised examination before candidates can be referred for interviews. As always, proper notice of the voiding of
registers must be given to those candidates on the current registers.

The Water Station Sub-Foreman and the Water Station Foreman examinations have not been compromised and the
current examinations and registers will stay in effect until further notice.

Current registers for these classifications should remain active.

In some
instances, establishing a wide pay range will optimize the opportunity of each employer to properly reflect their
individual compensation programs for these operations and positions.
